Humanity Stand

Predicts German Refusal 
and U. S. Moral Align- 
ment with Allies. 


PARIS PRESS STIRRED 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, May 14—While the British 
press comment generally refers to the 
studious courtesy of President Wilson's 
note to Germany, it is emphasized 
that the American government has 
at last spoken out firmly. Opinion is 
almost unanimous that the communica- 
tion places squarely before the German 
government the question of whether it is 
to abandon or continue its submarine war- 
fare, thereby risking whatever force, 
moral or otherwise, the United States 


claimed ‘““Whew!"’ after reading the note, 
which he declared was the strongest in- 
strument of ite kind he ever had seen. 


One Jarring Paragraph. 
A paragraph which seems, however, 
to jar the British nerves is that which 
refers to “the humane and enlightened 


internationel right.’ This the English- 
man epparentiy has difficulty in recon- 
ciling with what he considers. German. 
disregard for the rules of warfare and 
international law. 

The Graphic construes President wi- 
son's note as @ definite challenge, and 
cannot see how either country can evade 
an issue so clearly stated. It adds: 

“It remains to be seen whether Ger- 
many will face a war with the United 
States rather than abandon the murder- 
ing of noncombatants and neutrals.” 


Expected a Strong Note. 

The Spectator says it believes that 
Germany will not concede the American 
demands, but that President Wilson cer- 
tairly does not want to go to war. 

“ After his earlier declaration that Ger- 
many would be held to a strict account- 
ability for the loss of American lives,” 
says the paper, “ Mr. Wilson could not 
have done less than send such a note. 

“ We are quite sure that President Wil- 
son is not at heart a pacifist up to the 
point at which all foreign policy is neces- 
sarily destroyed, but we believe that Mr 
Bryan is such a pacifist. 
| “Let us say here emphatically that 


the British people have not the slightest 
wish that the United States should enter 
the war. There are various reasons why 
the neutrality of the United States in 
the war is as helpful to us as its partici- 
pation would be.” 


Might Declare a Boycott. — 

The Spectator says it is possible that 
the United States will express reproba- 
tion of the German deeds by breaking 
off diplomatic relations and it recalls 
'that after the dynastic murders Great 
Britain had no intercourse with Serbia 
for three years. The United States, the 
newspaper continues, might declare a 
commercia) boycott against Germany 
or have warships escort merchantmen 
through the war zone or seize the German 
shipe interned in American waters, 

“If the United States eventually 
ranges herself with the allies,” the 
Spectator continues, “in the midst of 
our regrets we shall feel she could not 
have done otherwise; that a noble coun- 
try at last fights for a noble cause be- 
cause events did not allow her to serve 
civilization in any other way.

ROME, May 14—Premier Salandra has 
insisted upon his resignation being ac- 
cepted and King Victor Emmanuel has 
intrusted Giuseppe Maroora, president of 
the chamber of deputies, with the task of 
forming a new cabinet. 

After accepting the king’s commission 
Sig. Marcora had conferences with Pre- 
mier Salancra; former Premier Giolittl, 
and President of the Senate Manfredi. 
In the meantime Premier Salandra has 
convoked a council of ministera, who are 
Eow meeting to make a decision relative 
to the present crisis. 

If he succeeds in his purpose, the Mar- 
cora cabinet will contain representatives 
of all the opposing parties. 

The resignation of Premier Salandra 
was due to divisions in the cabinet, sey- 
eral opposing his war policy. 


Rioting Is Continuing. 

The pro-war and anti-Giolitti demon- 
strations continue tonight and are taking 
a new course. The resentment of the 
crowds has turned to the Germans. 
Shops owned by Germans are being 
wrecked and neutralists are being at- 
tacked. Enormous crowds are parading 
the streets. The shops owned by follow- 
ers of Giolitti have been closed, 

A riotous crowd d the day invaded 
the piazza Monteci , in which the 
chamber of deputies is located, and 
smashed windows and doors and de- 
stroyed everything it came across. The 
rioters were about to enter the great hall 
of sittings when troops intervened. A 
few of the demonstrators were wounded. 

Members of the chamber of deputies 
who are followers of Sig. Giolitti made 
their escape from the building, some of 
them leaving their hats behind. 

Thousands in Demonstration 

During the day a circular was distrib- 
uted asking the people to form in proces- 
sion and proceed to the Villa Ada, the res- 
idenge of King Victor Emmanuel, and 
demonstrate their loyalty to the king, but 
also express their favor of Italy joining 
the war. 

These circulars caused the forming of 
processions of thousands of people, who, 
with flags and shouting enthusiastically, 
marched toward the Villa Ada, On the 
way the demonstrators smashed all win- 
dows and@ destroyed the signa of German 
shops. 

The police carabineers, bersagliert, and 
infantry and even cavalrymen and artil- 
lerymen charged the procession and closed 
the streets leading to the Villa Ada. The 
mob, however, proceeded to force the clos 
ing of all German shops, placarding them 
with signs reading, ‘Closed as a national 


protest.”’

Spoke for Civilized World.

** Awful as is the Lusitania affair, it is 
not worse than much ¢lee that has oc- 
curred on both sides. Have our eiti- 
zens the right to go about their business 
where and when they please on sea and 
land if the going of a few endangers the 
safety and welfare of the many? Could 
we not have kept our citizens off the 
Lusitania when we had reason to fear 
they would come to harm and in addi- 
tion involve us as we are? If it had 
been the Vaterland would not the allies 
have sunk her if they could? 

“ All of these things bid us keep out 
of the ways We should not be pro any- 
thing. The earth is big enough for all 
in peace, but far too small in time of 
war."’ -

Thereis one paragraph which 
will jar on Britieh feeling. It is that in 
which Dr. Wilsen alludes to what he calls 
‘the humane and enlightened attitude 
hitherto assumed by the imperial Ger- 
man government in matters of interna- 
tional right,’ end speaks of German tn- 
fluénce in the field of international ob- 
ligation as ‘ always engaged upon the side 
of justice and humanity.’ 

“In view of Germany's flagrant viola- 
tion of international right and the laws of 
warfare by land and sea, these ocomp!i- 
ments sound strangely to the English ear. 
With this reservation we think the note is 
worthy both of the occasion and the great 
country whence it emanetes.”’

Most Powerful Influences. 
The two most powerful internal influ- 
ences in continental Europe are separate 
nationalistic governments and_ the 
strengthening of the monarchy. Of the 
first we are feeling the effects among our 
immigrant population; of the second it is 
almost impossible for an American born 
to have any comprehension. 
In Italy and Germany the two influences 
worked together to make great nations. 
In Austria-Hungary only the strength of 
the monarchy hag prevented the dissolu- 
ion of the empire. It is significant that 
all the movements toward the division of 
Austria-Hungary into a federation have 
acknowledge the right of the house of 
Hapsburg to rule over all. 
It was the monarch who, contrary to the 
will of both peoples, annexed Bosnia-Her- 
zegovina to Austria-Hungary. It is only 
Bosnia-Herzegovina and néighboring 
Slavs that Wish to leave the dynasty of 
Hapsburg for that of Kara George. 


Great Internationai Policies. 
The two great internationa) policies of 
Europe are territorial expansion and na- 
tional Jonesy: called “ the balance ‘of 
power.” 

The storm of rebellion which broke over 
Austria ih 1849 has often been defeated 
or smoothed over, but never crushed or 
satisfied. The German house and Ger- 
man population have never since been 
comfortable. 

On the contrary, the German empire has 
become richer and solidereach year. 

It was entirely natural, therefore, for 
Austria to lean more heavily upon the al- 
liance formed by Bismarck in 1879.

BELGIAN RELIEF AND OUM@DUTY. 

The unparalleled and gigantic task of feeding a 
whole nation and thus saving it from extinction is 
literally, without exaggeration, the task pie 
volves on the people of the United States. is is 
the statement of the international commission for 
relief in Belgium, and the details and figures fur- 
nished in the latest circulars of the commission abun- 
dantly support the statement. 

Up to April 3 the commission had superintended 
the expenditure and distribution of nearly $50,000,- 
000 on food and clothing. While there are four 
sources of relief, the chief is “the charity of the 
world,” and since Europe is practically all in arms 
the duty and responsibility of saving Belgium—of 


. feeding the mothers and their babies, the old, infirm 


‘and sick, the totally destitute and unemployed—fall 
principally on Americans. The commission must 
raise from the source named not leas than $2,500,000 
a month. The actual number of ans absolutely 
dependent on charitable relief is 1,400,000, and this 
number is increasing rather than decreasing, since 
many of those who originally had some savings or 
some property convertible into sustenance have ex- 
hausted their resources and are compelled to apply 
te the commission for the barest necessaries of exist- 
ence. 

The commission appears to have organized its work 
with efficiency and method. It maintains a provi- 
sioning department for the benefit of those Belgians. 
who still can afford to pay for food and clothing. It 
sells at a.profit, on the right principle that a part of 
the burden of supporting the destitute should fall on 
the well to do in Belgium itself. The price of bread 
is fixed at the London level, and the profit realized 
is due to the ample and eager volunteer work of the 
Belgians and to valuable concessions made by numer- 
ous firms. Middlemen’s expenses are almost entirely 
eliminated. 

It is the benevolent department that is appealing 
to the world, and, to repeat, chiefly to the United 
Stetes, for the $2,500,000 or $3,000,000 needed to 
keep in devastated and crushed Belgium the spark of 
national life alight. History records no such in- 
stence as this—the saving of a sacrificed and inno- 
cent nation, a nation deprived of means of livelihood, 
by the charity and generosity of the world. We 
Americans have responded commendably to Belgian 
appeals, but the end is not yet in sight; additional 
millions are urgently required and must be poured 
into that brave and bleeding little country. We must 
continue to give freely and liberally: oo 

It should be repeated in this connection that the 
impression given in the press report that $50,000,000 
had been sent to Belgium by Americans is erroneous. 
‘This total covers all distribution through New York, 
not merely our own contributions.

This 
irritation can be prevented. Cancer de- 
velops most readily and grows most read- 
ily in overnourished people. Overnour- 
ishment can be controlled. Therefore, 
the statement thet cancer can be pre- 
vented.

Now for the details of the first of these 
proposals The statistical proof that can- 
cer runs in families has béen known for 
along time. Of the people who die at the 
cancer age about one in ten dies of cancer. 
If, in a given family, the death rate from 
cancer among those dying at the cancer 
age is one in five or higher, we say that 
they belong to a cancer family. There 
are families in which the cancer rate 
among the beople concerned is much more 
than one in five. 

For several years Miss Slye of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has been patiently 
working out the proof that cancer runs 
in families. She has made thousands of 
observations. Mice have cancer. Ags 
mice multiply abundantly, breed when 
very young, and, in their breeding, can be 
completely controlled, she chose to study 
the family histories of mice rather than 
that of men. . 

She had one family of cancer mice under 
© ‘ervation for twenty-five generations. 
As the result of these thousands of com- 
pletely controlled experiments she is able 
to state certain conclusions with great 
positiveness, She says: 

“Cancer follows the laws of heredity 
with an inevitableness which makes it 
a character which can be manipulated.” 

The inheritance law of cancer is exactly 
the same as that ofalbinism. There need 
be no albinos. The condition can be ab- 
solutely prevented.

patience, courage, and a good constitu-

Faur has the distinction of being the 
first womaaen to set her foot on the tap- 
most peak, 12,000 and some odd feet 
high.

Treitschke says: “It has always beep 
the weary, spiritices, and exhausted ages 
which have played with the dream of 
perpetual peace.” 

The other side has its protagonist just 
as learned and able, offering arguments 
just ag convincing. To the aid of those 
who war against war comes the professor 
of physiology in Harvard, Dr. W. B. Can- 
non. In “ BODILY CHANGES IN PAIN, 
HUNGER, FEAR, AND RAGE ™ he con- 
tends that man, individually and col- 
lectively, must engage in strife and con- 
tention. His argument is wholly biologic. 
While the effect of the emotions may 
cause temporary harm as well as tem- 
porary good, they must be indulged in for 
the permanent good of the individual and 
for the broad good of the masses. But, 
he contends, war as it is new conducted 
is of minor importance as a stimulator 
of emotions. Aiming by telescopes and 
shooting from a trenchat anenemy never 
seen has none of the biologic advantage 
of the wars of waving flags and bayonet 
charges. 

Most of the emotions excited Dy present 
day war are biologically harmful. Can- 
non contends that Olympian games are 
better than mole battles for the partict- 
pating nations. As the title of the book 
would tndicate, the main thesis ie the In- 
fluence of the mind on the body and the 
bedy on the mind.

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Tt is evident that Mr. Ellis went to I- 
beria with @ good many of the prejudices 
toward the native African which he 
shared with most other persone, white and 
black, in this country. Intimate ac- 
quaintance with the people compelled 
him, as it has compelled others, to revise 
the American judgment of the African. 
The general reader will be interested in 
learning something of the observations 
which changed Mr. Ellis’ opinions and 
converted him into an ardent admirer of 
the native African. 

Mr. Ellis went out to Africa in Decem- 
ber, 1001. He remained there until 1910. 
During that time it became his duty to 
make numerous official visits into the in- 
terior in order to report upon boundary 
disputes and upon the condition of the 
interior tribes. At length he determined 
to make an intensive study of a particular 
racial group, believing that in this way 
he could obtain a deeper insight into ne- 
tive life and thought than if he attempted 
to cover a larger field. He chose the Vai, 
a tribe living on the border of Liberia 
end Sierra Leone, in the region between 
the low lying coast and the highlands of 
the western Soudan. In an introduction 
which he has written to Mr. Ellis’ volume, 
Prof. Starr, who is an authority on West 
Africa, describes the Vai as “ a vigorous, 
energetic, enterprising * people, and he 
adds that “no people on the west coast 
of Africa can better be taken as typical 
and showing what the African can do, 
either when left to himself or when af- 
fected by outside influences.” This de- 
fines the peculiar interest of this volume. 
It tells us what a minute and isolated 
negro people have done with the very 
slight cultural resources that were at 
their command. It was among the Vai, 
we are told, that “ the only, practical and 
actually used script for writing an Af- 
rican negro langyge has been pro- 
duced.”

Some Garden Worries. 


NTS waking up with the summer 
are making their colonies in lawns 
and borders. Ants are honey 
lovers and that is why they are 
seen on the peonies. Just how 
much damage they do must be discov- 
ered by the close observer. They are an 
noying, but not dangerous. 

Ants make their colonies where they 
can find food. Gardeners who bury bones 
and refuse must expect them.. Bones 
coffee grounds, egg shells, and other 
refuse from the table should be kept in 
the garbage pail, not buried in the flower 
bed. They have little if any value asa 


fertilizers. It is better to depend on sta- 
ble manure, bone meal, or commercial 
fertilizer. ° 


If ants infest your plants, look for the 
cause. Use the ant destroyer insectide 
sold by seedsmen, to break up the nest. 

Weeds are breeding places for aphis, 
leaf eaters, scale, and bugs that attack 
‘the roses, asters, and various plants. If 
the next lot is vacant property, or the 
alley is a weedy place, mow them down 
so they cannot sow their seeds or send 
their pests into the gardem 

Roses are the victims of a thousand 
and one enemies. Bailey recommends 
washing the bushes with a spray of water. 
Fish oil soap or whale oil soap water 
used in a spray preserves rose bushes 
from insects. Hellebore powder, dry or 
in ‘solution, is one of the best insecticides 
for all around use. 

Dandelions are coming up in the lawn. 
Keeping them cut short weakens the 
plant. Digging out the roots is the most 
practical way of getting-rid of them, 
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. We eat a lot of potatoes and other bulky foods and think 
that bulk gives strength.”

Points on Pineapples. 


INEAPPLE points need not necee- 
sarily refer to the prickles on this

Before peeling a pineapple waste 
it thoroughly in cold water. 

There is less waste of juice when the 
fruit is cut before peeling. 
Use a clean steel knife, that is, one not 
black, and wash and wipe it the minute 
you are through with the elicing, and do 
the same if you stop your work at any 
The compound formed on the 
knife is not good for it and it is bad for 
people. 
If you do not want to use the whole pine- 
apple but only a few slices, put the cut , 
side down on a clean plate and put in a 
cool place.: I learned this from a nurse 
who fed this refreshing fruit at intervals 
to an invalid.

In canning pineapple It is best to cook 
it first in water alone, then skim it out 
and make a sirup with the water in‘which 
it is cooked and the preferred amount of 
sugar. Cook it gently in this sirup for 
five minutes or so and then can, or if it is 
desirable to have a thicker sirup skim out 
the fruit and cook the sirup longer. If 
the fruit ig started in a sirup it must be a 
thin-one, and the temperature ought not 
to rise above the simmering point. There 
js a great difference in the character of 
the’ best and the poorer fruita, and one 
has to be governed accordingly when 
cooking it. 


Shredded Pineapple. 

Pineapple may be shredded for canning 
and it is exceedingly attractive thus pre- 
pared for the table: Hold the top firmly 
in the left hand, peel by slicing down; re- 
move eyes; then take a silver fork and, 
beginning at the top, pull out the shreds 
to the core.
